The idea of messing with 
Alberta's electoral boundaries 
in the Olds-Didsbury area, 
doesn't sit well with the local 
MLA. 

Under a proposal put forth 
by the province's Electoral 
Boundaries Commission, Dids- 
bury, Cremona and Carstairs 
would become part of a new 
constituency connected to 
northwest Calgary. 

Olds and Sundre would 
become part of a new riding 
called Olds-Rocky Mountain 
House, taking in a far-flung area 
as far west as Banff. 

"I don't think it would be a 
good change at all,” Roy 
Brassard, associate minister of 
family and social services, and 
Olds-Didsbury MLA told The 
Review. 

"I think it will make for a 
bad mix,” he added. 

The current boundaries, 
established in 1963, basically 
follow the county boundary 
and have provided "a good 
way to have good representa¬ 
tion,” said Mr. Brassard. 

Under the current setup, 
close links have been de¬ 
veloped between the hospitals 
in Didsbury, Olds and Sundre. 
"They are cooperating as never 
before," said the MLA. 

There is also "a lot of inter¬ 
action with Olds College,” that 
would be disrupted by "an 
awkward split" of the riding, he 
said. 

£ Under the proposed 
changes, the MLA for Didsbury 
would have the tough chore of 
representing both urban and 
rural interests, while the Olds- 
Rocky Mountain House MLA 
would have the task or repre¬ 
senting a very large area. 

A public hearing on the 
proposal will be held Feb. 25 
from 7 to 9 p.m. at Duncan 
Marshall Place in Olds College. 

Mr. Brassard said based on 
initial response to the proposed 
changes, he doesn't believe 
two hours will be enough time 
to properly address concerns 
and he has already written a let¬ 


ter asking for more time. 

"I'm hoping that anyone 
with concerns will make a point 


of attending the meeting,” he 
said. 

Those unable to attend.

Chief suggests conversion guidelines 


Propane-powered car ignites

A fire which caused considerable damage to a propane- 
powered car in Didsbury last Tuesday has prompted 
Didsbury Fire Chief Gary Halfyard to ask for provincial 
guidelines for propane conversion. 

"The shut-off valves were in such an awkward position 
that it took time to get at them and then they could only be 
shut off with the aid of tools,” Halfyard said. 

Because firefighters had difficulty getting to the valves, 
the fire burned longer and may have caused more damage 
than it should have, he said. 

The car's owner, Sheryl Rothert, 310 Westhill Close, had 


started the car and was allowing it to warm up as she waited 
in the house when the engine suddenly burst into flames. 

The block heater was plugged in at the time and Half¬ 
yard said an electrical malfunction coupled with a fuel leak 
may have caused the fire. 

"It was totally involved when we got there, it was a very 
quick fire," said the chief. "Propane acts like a blowtorch 
when it gets going." 

He said he will write the province asking for guidelines 
on the installation of propane conversion kits and the place¬ 
ment of shutoff values. 
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I had an appointment with my opthalmologist yesterday. As I 
understand it an ophthalmologist is a physician and surgeon who 
specializes in the care of eyes whereas an optometrist is trained to 
deal with correcting the visual range of your eyes through refraction 
techniques e.g. glasses.

I'd choose competence but a little human warmth couldn't hurt. In 
old movies when the bandages come off the heroine's eyes her doc¬ 
tor is there and with tears running down his cheeks and a voice 
choked with emotion he holds up three fingers and says, "take it 
slowly and calmly now Olivia, can you see anything at all? Can you 
count my fingers? Tell us that our prayers have been answered." 

In similar circumstances my doctor would stand quietly across 
the room and say, "that seems to be progressing, make an appoint¬ 
ment in three weeks." 

I have worn glasses since I was about 19. Probably needed 
them sooner but didn't realize it until I went to a stage presentation 
of Brigadoon where I loved the music but didn't understand my 
friends enthusiasm for the costumes. They were just swirls of color 
to me. At that I was in better shape than my friend Ev who got her 
first glasses at 6 and realized for the first time that grass was not a 
solid green mattress but a multitude of individual blades and that 
trees were not giant green balloons but a jillion separate quivering 
leaves. Another friend who got glasses when she was very small 
hated them so much that she would deliberately lose them. The pair 
that she dropped down a gopher hole were never recovered. 

I have had all kinds of glasses over the years and watched styles 
change from tiny lenses in dark oval frames, "pixies" through up¬ 
turned corners trimmed with rhinestones, "cats eyes" horn rims, 
frameless, half frames in gold wire with a black bar across the top, 
enormous lenses in heavy glass, bevelled prisms in lightweight 
plastic, reading glasses on the end of your nose, and wire rimmed 
grannie glasses on young executives. I didn't see grannies worn the 
last time they were in style but I have a pair. They belonged to my 
Mom's Aunt Tillie and were probably worn in about 1910. 

Spectacles were probably invented in the Italian town of Pisa 
during the 1280s. Two glassblowers, Alessandro Spina and Salvino 
Armato are considered likely candidates with the evidence slightly 
favoring Salvino. He was a physicist who damaged his vision while 
performing light-refraction experiments. He turned to glassmaking 
in an effort to improve his sight and it is quite possible that he made 
the first curved correcting lenses. 

The new invention caught on quickly and by the early 1300s, 
Venice which was the centre of the glass industry had craftsmen 
busily turning out, "discs for the eyes." The lenses were all convex 
which was great if you were farsighted. Nearsighted people had to 
wait nearly a hundred years before someone thought of grinding a 
concave lens. 

By 1326 spectacles were available to the wealthy the influential 
and the educated. They were not yet accepted by physicians and so 
the client went to a glassmakers shop and tried on lenses until he 
> found some that improved his vision. The word lens comes from the 

Italian word lentil because the glass eye discs were shaped much 
like the lentil bean. The Italian for lentils is lenticchie and for more 
:han 200 years eyeglasses were known as, "glass lentils." 

Rigid arms that go over your ears were invented in the 18th cen- 
ury, until then people tied leather straps behind their head or 
ooped a cord over each ear. A big nose was an advantage because 
your glasses might just stay in place without being tied. The first 
spectacles with rigid arms were made in London in 1727. In 1760 
3enjamin Franklin experimented with bifocal lenses but it wasn't 
jntil the 1820s that they became at all common. In the 16th century 
.eonardo da Vinci described contact lenses but the first practical 
jnes were made in 1877 and they weren't really successful until the 
1940's. The first tinted glasses were developed in China for judges 
o wear in order to conceal their expression while in court. 

I wonder if my ophthalmologist realizes what an interesting pro- 
ession he has. I wonder if it would cheer him up if he knew?

Didsbury and Olds con¬ 
tinue to await word on a federal 
government decision on their 
joint application for a new 
women's penitentiary. 

"So far the only thing 
we've heard [in a letter from 
Solicitor-General Doug Lewis] 
is that we won't be getting the 
healing lodge for aboriginal 
women," said Didsbury's Chief 
Administrative Officer Mike 
Storey. 

"We haven't received 
word on any decision regarding 
the location of the federal 
penitentiary for women." 

Didsbury and Olds got 
together on a joint application 
after Mr. Lewis announced last 
July a proposal to build four 
new regional correctional 
facilities for women to be 
located within 100 kilometres 
of Halifax, Montreal, Toronto 
and either Calgary or Edmon¬ 
ton. 

The new prisons would re¬ 
place the aging federal prison 
for women in Kingston, Ont., 
allowing prisoners to be closer 
to their home areas. Total cost 
of the new facilities was 
estimated at $50 million. 

Didsbury and Olds are in¬ 
terested because of the jobs it 
would bring. 

However, county council 
expressed opposition because 
of a perceived negative impact 
on schools, social agencies and 
the general moral fibre of area.

Didsbury residents—through the Christmas Helpers pro¬ 
gram—outdid themselves during the recent Christmas 
season. 

As a result, the growing numbers of people who needed 
help in making the season festive were treated to food and 
gifts they otherwise couldn't afford.

Our condolences to Trochu. 

The province's decision to award tire recycling contracts to 
firms in Edmonton and Okotoks, while rejecting a long-touted 
Trochu proposal, has left our eastern neighbor feeling shafted, 
justifiably so. 

It's raised implications of hanky-panky or at the least, conflict of 
interest, with the revelation that the head of Alberta Environment's 
recovery and recycling section accepted a job with the successful 
Edmonton firm 10 days before the deadline for contract submis¬ 
sions. 

It's left long-time Three Hills MLA Connie Osterman (Trochu is 
part of her constituency) steaming at her own government's deci¬ 
sion, to the point where she's threatening to quit. 

And it's taken away a chance to inject some life into Trochu's 
sick economy. 

Trochu officials, spending more than $134,000 on their tire in- 
cinceration proposal since 1989, were led to believe by Environ¬ 
ment Minister Ralph Klein that he endorsed their idea and that they 
had the inside track on the province's plans to get rid of 2.5 million 
old tires every year. 

Their plans to build a $13.5 million tire burning plant would 
have brought money and jobs to Trochu. 

But for some reason Mr. Klein changed his mind. 

Perhaps the advisors in his environment department had good 
reason for recommending the Edmonton and Okotoks proposals. 
After all, these firms won't burn old tires but will use a process that 
crumbles and recycles them in a variety of rubber products. Maybe 
that makes them more environment-friendly. 

In fact, that is likely the explanation Klein and company will of¬ 
fer. But if incineration wasn't acceptable, why wasn't Trochu told? 

It's difficult to overlook other possibilities, including political 
considerations. 

The fact that the environment department worker who went to 
work for the Edmonton firm, favored the process used by his future 
employer, helps to provide some clue as to why last week's deci¬ 
sion was made. 

Then there's Mrs. Osterman, the former consumer affairs 
minister who took the rap, on the government's behalf, in the Prin¬ 
cipal Croup's financial collapse. 

Later, she was dumped from cabinet and her constituency 
association was among those calling for a leadership review of 
Premier Don Getty. 

Of course, none of this would have been considered in last 
week's decision, would it? 

Of course not. Our political system is above that. 

Right? 

Unfortunately it's not. It's a system, that above all, demands 
loyality and adherence to the party line, no matter how one feels in¬ 
dividually and no matter how one's constituents feel. 

No wonder people are fed up, cynical and seeking political 
alternatives. 

Will Mrs. Osterman join former Conservative cabinet minister 
Ray Speaker in seeking a move to the federal stage in Reform Party 
of Canada colors? 

I wouldn't bet against it.

Many hours were spent getting 
donations from their friends and 
acquaintances for the building of 
a Senior Centre As examples, 
one donation was to pay for the 
hall sound system, another was a 
$1,000 anonymous donation from 
a businessman, and several $500 
donations from their friends 
Besides money donations, Alma 
made 250 sausage rolls, 250 
quiche for the Scottish Night. 
This was the first event in the 
new Evergreen Centre. The 
money raised was put into the 
building account Alma and Bob 
had a portable $200 bar built and 
donated that to the Centre. 

At a meeting before we 
moved to the new Centre, Alma 
organized a shower of necessary 
items, dish towels, dish clothes, 
paper towels, toilet tissue, 
brooms, mops, etc. This filled 
many boxes, and helped to fit the 
new hall 

Alma organized several 
groups which turned their la¬ 
bours into money-making proj¬ 
ects One project was an auction 
sale at which Rosehill Auctions 
donated their services. The 
businesses throughout town were 
canvassed The handmade shuf¬ 
fle board presently used by the 


Centre was a donation. The 
spade, hanging in the hall, used 
for the sod turning was another 
donation. Alma and I also 
organized a trip to Las Vegas and 
sold, with the help of many ticket 
sellers, tickets which raised 
money. Several money-raising 
ham and turkey dinners were also 
held 

The building committee ap¬ 
pointed me, because of my many 
years of restaurant experience, 
and three others to buy kitchen 
equipment. Our grant did not 
cover the amount needed to buy 
all the equipment, so I gave the 
building committee account 
$1,000 to get the things we 
needed. The two kitchen carts 
were built by my husband and 
the only cost to the club was the 
castors. 

Dave, because of his previ¬ 
ous experience managing the 
Co-op Service Centre, was 
appointed to oversee the con¬ 
struction of the Evergreen 
Centre He was the only one 
appointed to look after the club's 
best interest, as the builders 
could not have all members 
under foot during construction 
After Dave resigned, I went over 
to see the progress being made 
on the kitchen. I was horrified to 
seethe kitchen cupboards had no 
doors, or no drawers for 
silverware. It reminded me of 
open boxes for pigeons. The 
building committee agreed and 
soon cupboard doors were 
ordered and drawers for silver¬ 
ware made 

I was able to get several 
hundred dollars off a commercial 
dishwasher and so it was 
ordered. One day upon entering 
the Centre, and before I could 
take my coat off, I was taken to 
task about the dishwasher as it 
was too small and did not clean 


the dishes. Surprise when they 
discovered how to use it, and did 
not think it was a garburator, it 
worked fine. 

When Alma left there was 
money in the bank including 
certificates in the amount of over 
$25,000 to pay on the mortgage. 
The day the mortgage was 
burned, that was great, but what 
I'll never understand is why no 
one gave Alma and Bob credit for 
the work they did, not even an 
invitation to the event. All the 
glory was claimed by (others). 
This saddened me so I left the 
ceremony. 

Now you say this is history, 
maybe so, but I believe credit 
should go to those who worked so 
hard and also deserve some 
credit. Many people wonder why 
I don't attend the Evergreen 
events, now you know It was 
affecting my health. There are 
many wonderful people who are 
Evergreen members and many 
are good friends of mine, but 
there are a few who belong to the 
snapping turtle gang It seems 
sad that there are those at times 
who can be so spiteful. People of 
our age, how long do we have to 
correct our mistakes and make 
peace? The only calls I have 
received this past 2’/j years were 
for donations of food for dinners. 
No one phoned to see how I was, 
which made me feel that all I had 
done for the Evergreens did not 
matter I might as well never 
have lived or contributed 

Maybe when those in

Over the next months many 
events are planned for the entire

ous. We can all take part in some 
of these special events. A 
recently unveiled design will be 
of interest to everyone interested 
in the many facets of Canadian 
life. 

A picturesque, covered, 
wooden bridge built in 1910 and 
spanning Smith Creek in Newton, 
New Brunswick is the design on 
the first of the first of the 12 
twenty-five cent coins to mark 
Canada's 125th Anniversary of 
Confederation. The new coin was 


unveiled in F rederiction ) an 9th 
It is now available across Canada 
through branches of banks and 
financial institutions. 

In all 12 coins will be minted 
to represent each of the 12 
provinces and territories and a 
one dollar coin to represent 
Canada 

The coin program will have 
as theme, to represent images 
that are well known by the 
majority of Canadians, and that 
make Canada special, both those 
occurring naturally and those 
built by people. The next two 
coins will celebrate the North¬ 
west Territories and the Province 
of Newfoundland. Launch events 
have been scheduled for Feb. 6 
and March 5. 

Minister of Justice and 


Attorney General of Canada K im 
Campbell recently announced 
that the amendments to the 
Federal Court Act, as well as the 
complementary amendments to 
the Federal Court Rules and the 
New Crown Liability and Pro¬ 
ceedings (Provincial Court) Reg¬ 
ulations, will come into force 
February 1st, 1992 

Amendments to Federal 
Court Act give Canadians im¬ 
proved access to the Court. 

For example, in ordinary 
civil suits against the Federal 
Government, people will now 
have the option of suing in the 
appropriate courts of their 
provinces and territories in 
addition to the Federal Court. 

The amendments also clarify 
the Federal Court's role in 


supervising Federal Tribunals. 
The division of responsibilities 
between the Trial Division and 
the Federal Court of Appeal is 
spelled out clearly, as are the 
grounds for challenging the 
Action of Tribunals, the relief 
that the Court can grant and the 
procedures to be followed 

Some of the special advan¬ 
tages that the government had 
under the Federal Court Act and 
the Crown Liability Act (to be 
renamed the Crown Liability and 
Proceeding Act) have been 
removed The Federal Court's 
exclusive jurisdiction over mat¬ 
ters that involve Federal Law 
only for example. Patents and 
Maritime Law, and Proceedings 
Under The Access To Information 
Act remain unchanged

Grants show education not priority 


Dear Editor: 

In light of the provincial 
government's announcement re¬ 
garding grant allocations for the 
upcoming year, I feel compelled 
to write to you and point out the 
pitfalls in the government's 
actions. 

The Minister of Advanced 
Education, John Gogo, has 
stressed that education is the 
government's "Number One 
Priority." Unfortunately educa¬ 
tion has not, and will not achieve 
this status under the current 
regime. (Gogo was not even in 
attendance at the press confer¬ 
ence at which grant allocations 
for his department were an¬ 
nounced). Given that Gogo has 
avoided making a decision 
regarding degree granting, and 
given the insufficient grant 
allocations for advanced educa¬ 


tion education for the upcoming 
year, it has become abundantly 
clear that education holds no 
priority w'ith this government. 

There is a crisis in Alberta's 
advanced education system. 
Most notably, tuition fees have 
increased 121 per cent over the 
last 10 years. Government 
funding, not surprisingly, has not 
matched this increase. What do 
ever-escalating tuition fees mean 
for students? At Mount Royal 
College, for example, we esti¬ 
mate that 300 students use food 
banks on a weekly basis. 
Approximately 30 per cent of 
Albertan students live below the 
poverty line. 

Beyond these problems is 
the lack of accessibility to 
advanced education. Five thou¬ 
sand qualified, potential students 
were turned away by the 


University of Calgary, Mount 
Royal College and S.A.I.T. 

It was a sad day for all 
students when, faced with these 
and other pressing problems, 
Gogo concluded that: "While I 
have learned a great deal in the 
last two years, I do not believe 
that I can respond with a 
definitive answer. . How long 
will this government wait and 
study the problems before 
presenting a long-term vision for 
our advanced education system? 

The time has come for the 
minister and the government to 


offer some concrete solutions If, 
after two years, the minister is 
unable to ameliorate systemic 
problems within his portfolio, 
perhaps he ought to consider a 
less demanding line of work. We 
hope that your readers will take a 
few minutes to contact their 
M L.A. and/or M.P. to voice 
their concern over the mishand¬ 
ling of advanced education policy 
in Alberta.

Government ‘clawing back’ school grants 


"When the minister of 
education announced an increase 
of 3% for all 1992/93 school 
grants, he also quietly introduced 
a policy which will have the effect 
of clawing back a substantial 
portion of that increase," says 
Rosemary Church, President of 
the Alberta School Boards 
Association. "So, while the 
general public and school board 
employees have been led to 
believe that school boards have 
received a 3% increase in 
government grants, trustees 
have learned to their surprise, 
that this small increase is more 
illusory than real. Trustees 
across Alberta have reacted 
angrily and wonder whether the 
minister of education fully 
understood the fiscal, policy and 
operational implications of his 
actions." 

School grants are normally 
provided to school boards on a

pupil count take on September 
30, shortly after school popula¬ 
tions have stabilized With this 
new policy, boards must make 
two student counts; the second 
count projected to be taken on 
May 31. Grants will be adjusted 
to the average of these two 
counts. "The net effect for most, 
if not all, school systems will be a 
claw back by government of a 
substantial portion of the 1992/93 
increase in grants," says Church 
"Because of this new two-count 
policy, some boards will receive 
slightly less than a 1% increase 
in grants, not the 3% previously 
announced." 

Inflation is projected by the 
government to be approximately 
2.5% in 1992/93 and school 
board costs are expected to rise 
even more. "School jurisdictions 
will be hard pressed to make up 
the short fall in revenue from 


local tax payers and are now 
scrambling to address the 
changes in policy and practice 
that will be needed," says 
Church. 

Boards point out that many 
of their costs of operation are 
fixed and are budgeted on a per 
student basis at the beginning of 
the school year. Even though 
some students will drop out 
during the year, thereby affect¬ 
ing class loads, a teacher is still 
needed While boards can try to 
employ temporary or part-time 
staff, this is difficult in most rural 
areas. More likely, school juris¬ 
dictions will seriously question 
whether they can continue to 
accommodate high school stu¬ 
dents returning to take only a few 
courses to upgrade their marks or 
make up credit deficiencies. 

"The semester system of

offering courses may have to be 
phased out," says Church "This 
policy may require all students to 
enrol in year-long courses." 
Tuition agreements and other 
collaborative agreements be¬ 
tween and among boards may be 
compromised Budgeting will be 
less certain and a grant revenue 
will not be known with certainty 
until the end of the school year at 
a time when boards cannot levy 
taxes to make up any shortfall in 
revenue. Administrative costs 
will increase. 

"While the minister claims 
that this two-count policy will 
encourage boards to retain 
students in school-a laudatory 
objective—it may be more dys¬ 
functional than functional," says 
Church. "School boards may be 
caused to cut the very programs 
and services designed to mini¬ 


mize dropouts These programs 
and services are expensive and 
may no longer be affordable." 

Although this two-count 
policy will not be implemented 
until the 1992/93 operation year, 
Church says school boards wish 
that the Minister would consult 
with them before making an¬ 
nouncements that affect public 
expectations. "We can resolve 
issues such as student motivation 
and achievement only through 
collaboration and consultation 
not through hasty fiscal arrange- I 
ments. School boards have their j 
fiscal backs against the wall and < 
do not appreciate the Minister 
giving with one hand while taking 
back with the other." 

"We need ideas and cooper¬ 
ation in these difficult economic 
times, not fiscal sleight of hand," 
concluded Church.

An active volunteer at local, 
district, regional and provincial 
levels, Taylor is known as a 
willing teacher at workshops and 
clinics, and says no group is too 
small, if there are members 
willing to learn 

In addition to his 4-H 
involvement, Taylor has many 
community interests including 
the local rural electrification 
association, grazing association, 
Unifarm, agricultural society and 
provincial and national Charolais 
associations As well, he has a 
connection to tourism, as a 
member of the Battle River 
Tourist Association and Alberta 
Country Vacation Association.

Final report on water line to be aired 


By Peter Crosby 

An assessment of the pro- 
vincially-owned Anthony- 
Henday water line has been 
completed and the results will 
be presented to Mountain View 
Regional Water Board mem¬ 
bers at a meeting in Olds this 
Wednesday. 

The study, the cost of 
which was shared by the 
province and the municipalities 
represented on the board, was 


one of the steps taken after the 
province, in 1990, proposed 
sale of the line to the muni¬ 
cipalities it serves: Innisfail, 
Bowden, Olds, Didsbury, Car¬ 
stairs and Crossfield. 

“The board will be receiv¬ 
ing the final report and making 
a decision on further action to 
be taken," said Olds Town 
Manager Ron Hilton on Friday. 

The board made an offer, a 


proposal to purchase, to the 
province last year. The system 
assessment was carried out to 
prepare for further negotia¬ 
tions. No figures have been 
made public. 

The Anthony-Henday plant 
pumps water from the Red 
Deer River at Innisfail, treats it 
and pumps it through a water 
line through communities 
south to Crossfield. 


The water board was set up 
in late 1989 after the province 
suggested the towns buy the 
plant and its system or face up 
to 50 per cent increases in 
water rates set by the province. 

Another option hinted at by 
the province was that it would 
sell the system to private in¬ 
terests. While some board 
members suggested this option 
was a red herring, it was ap¬ 


parently enough to spur action 
on the municipal option. 

Board members were of the 
opinion that water rates would 
jump even higher than those 
proposed by the province if the 
system were in the hands of a 
private operator. 

Mr. Hilton said this week's 
meeting of the board, to be 
held at the Olds town office, 
would be conducted privately.

Wind in the Willows, a 
charming one-act stage play 
adapted from Kenneth Gra- 
hame's well-known chil¬ 
dren's classic, will be perform¬ 
ed entirely by student actors 
under the age of 12. Following 
18 weeks of rehearsals, the 
show will be presented to the 
public in late May. 

Dracula, a blood-chilling 
version of Bram Stoker's 
famous novel, is being pre¬ 
sented by the company of older 
student actors. This full-length 
play features a cast of 14 
characters, a number of gothic 
sets, and lots of special effects. 
The bat-infested curtain is 
scheduled to rise on this hair- 
raisingly gothic entertainment 
in early June. 

"So far, we've got 20 kids 


interested, seven in the young¬ 
er group [ages 12 and under]," 
said Gerald. 

Students are gathering for 
Reid's lessons at the Chinook 
Creative Arts Centre in nearby 
Water Valley. First readings are 
scheduled for this week and 
once-a-week rehearsals will 
continue until the spring pro¬ 
ductions take to the stage.

In his spare time, Gerald 
has built a new home north¬ 
west of Cremona where he lives 
with his wife Michelle and their 
two children, and raises cattle.

Access Network television 
celebrates its seventh anniver¬ 
sary this month with news of a 
significant increase in audience 
numbers. 

Access Network's television 
audience has grown by 21 per 
cent in the past six months, 
according to the BBM Bureau of 
Measurement. This represents 
the largest six-month increase in 
the past three years 

BBM estimates that approxi¬ 
mately 420,000 Albertans view 
Alberta's public educational tele¬ 
vision network in a typical week. 
Research indicates this increase 


may be the result of the launch 
last April of an off-air transmitter 
which permits antennae recep¬ 
tion in the Edmonton area. 

The increase may also be 
partly due to changes in the 
network's scheduling strategy 
which were introduced last fall.

"Symbols" 

The word symbol is derived 
from the Greek word symballo, 
which means "to throw or place 
together." Among the Greeks, it 
was the custom to show 
hospitality to a departing guest 
by giving that person a reminder 
of the visit. That memento was 
often a ring or a coin which had 
been broken in half. The host 
kept half of the token so that on 
some future day the pieces could 
be fit together again and 
dovetailed When the two pieces 
were placed together, the result¬ 
ing symbolon served to identify 
guests, messengers or partners. 

The word symbol has come 
to mean a mark or object or 
gesture which stands for some¬ 
thing else These words stand for 
ideas A handshake represents 
friendship A bouquet of flowers 
can be a symbol of love People 
are tireless symbolmakers and 
symbol-users. Often we know 
what a word or object means, 
without knowing where that 
connection originated. 

Pete Hamill wrote a story for 
the ''New York Post" on October 


14, 1971, that helped create a 
modern symbol He wrote about 
six young people who rode a bus 
from New York City to Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida They met a 
fellow passenger, a man named 
Vingo. At one of the cafes where 
they stopped, a girl invited Vingo 
to join them. Back on the bus, the 
girl sat beside Vingo and listened 
as he told his story. He had been 
in jail in New York for the past 
four years. "Are you married?" 
the girl asked. Vingo said he 
didn't know. He had written to 
his wife from jail telling her that 
if she couldn't wait for him, she 
should forget all about him. The 
week before he was released 
from jail, he wrote to her again. 
He told her that he would take 
the bus south to Florida He 
asked her to use a symbol and to 
place it on the tree outside 
their town where the bus would 
pass. If he saw the symbol, he'd 
get off the bus and come home 
The symbol was a yellow ribbon 
tied to an oak tree. It meant 
"Welcome Home!" The story 
became very well known by a 
popular song that was' written 
some time later, "Tie A Yellow 
Ribbon 'Round the Old Oak 
Tree." 

That symbol has been used 


frequently as a way of saying 
"Welcome Home!" to anyone 
who has been held captive It has 
been used to welcome those who 
have been held hostage by 
terrorists. It has most recently 
been used to welcome those who 
were serving overseas in the 
military. 

The Church uses symbols to 
point to deeper truths. When 
there is the symbol of the Cross 
on the church it is like God 
reminding us of the forgiveness 
offered through the giving of 
Christ on the Cross for our 
separation and emptiness away 
from Cod We are often in the 
"prisons" of self-centered lives. 
Whether we have separated 
ourselves for a week, month, year 
or decade, it is natural for us to 
wonder if God still cares. When 
we see the church, and think of 
what God offers to us in Christ's 
redeeming love, symbolized by 
the Cross, it is like God has hung 
out a "yellow ribbon" to say to 
us, "Welcome Home!"

He was predeceased by his 
parents, Alexander and E lizabeth 
(nee Pedersen) Baptist, his twin 
brother, Elven, sisters Grace 
Bittner and Pearl Temple and 
brother Clifford Baptist. 

Irven was born in Didsbury 
on J uly 24, 1920, the eldest of 
twin sons and the first of nine 
children to bless the home of 
Alexander and E lizabeth Baptist. 
After his initial schooling he 
learned the trade of watchmak¬ 
ing He opened his first shop in 
Acme and later he started the 
Modern Jewellery Store in 
Didsbury 

He married Alma Wischke of 
Botha, Alberta on Oct. 16, 1950 
and they made their home in 
Didsbury. Irven grew up on a 
farm and was always interested 
in farming. He rented various 
properties in the Didsbury area 
which he operated in conjunction 
with his watch repair business. In 
the 1970's he started farming the 


Rupp property on the Southeast 
outskirts of Didsbury This 
proved successful so he sold his 
jewellery store in 1976 and 
farmed until his retirement in 
1988 He and Alma lived on his 
son's farm southwest of Olds 
until his passing Irven was an 
active member of the Didsbury 
Elks Club and enjoyed visiting 
with his friends at Lou's Barber 
Shop. 

Funeral services were held 
at the Zion Evangelical Church, 
Didsbury on Jan 17, 1992 with 
Rev. Howard Griffin officiating.

Material that will not be picked up includes: construction or 
demolition refuse, dead animals, human or animal excreta, automobiles, machinery, 
hazardous, explosive or toxic materials, scrap metals, household furniture and wood 
in excess of four (4) feet in length. The weight of any bag, box or bundle shall not 
exceed fifty (50) pounds. The Town will continue to provide spring and fall general 
clean-up collection which will be advertised. The residential collection will occur on 
the following schedule: 


Tuesday: 


- all residencs east of the C.P.R. Railway. 

- all residences west of the C.P.R. Railway, south of 15th Avenue and 
east of 23rd Street. 


The contractor has provided a toll free 1-800 telephone number to be used for 
information and complaints.

COMMERCIAL, INDUSTRIAL & INSTITUTIONAL COLLECTION 

The contractor, JUST JO-KEN’S DISPOSAL, will be contacting each business or institu¬ 
tion to enter into private contracts for the collection of waste. The contractor has pur¬ 
chased the collection bins which had previously been leased by the businesses from 
the Town.

For The Record 

The year may end on 
December 31st, however many 
people find the happy new year 
quickly replaced by a record 
keeping nightmare. 

It is hard to be in favour of 
G S T., but for those who file a 
G.S.T. return monthly or quarter¬ 
ly and especially for those who 
receive a refund, the incentive is 
there to have up-to-date farm 
records. 

Farm Management Special¬ 
ists remind us that the best 
document for farm clients to be 
recording from is the cheque 
register (a cheque register is that 
little book the non-record keeping 
spouse never seems to fill in 
when they write a cheque). 

There are several effective 
record keeping systems Develop 
a system that works for you. 
Personally, I set aside less than 
an hour every Monday morning 
to record and write cheques plus 
enter expenses and income in the 
farm account book. At the end of 
each month the recorded infor¬ 
mation is transferred to the 
computer 

(Why both? Pure lack of 
confidence! After several years of 
using a double entry system on 
the computer with positive 
results, I still know the account 
book is unlikely to self-destruct 
my recorded figures.) 

The final step is the monthly 
bank statement balancing act. I 
often look at this as a mixed 
marriage, rather than his chil¬ 
dren, her children and their 
children There are the bank 
figures, my figures and after 
cross referencing cheques writ¬ 
ten to cheques cashed there is 
our figures.

Local boards, towns will 
get by 


By Peter Crosby 

Local municipal, hospital 
and school officials say they'll 
have to make do with only 
slightly-increased local authori¬ 
ty grants announced earlier this 
month by the province. 

Dave Derksen, chairman of 
the County of Mountain View 
board of education, said a three 
per cent increase in education 
funding was “about what we 
expected . . . we'll have to 
make the best of what we've 
been given.” 

While the increase is not 
expected to keep pace with the 
increased costs of providing 
services, Mr. Derksen said he 
expected most programs would 
be maintained. 

“The only thing we may do 
is look at the pupil-teacher 
ratio," he said. "We may have 
to do something about that." 

The County's 244 teachers 
recently okayed a tentative 
agreement on a new one-year 
contract. Although details of 
the contract won't be released 
until ratified by all parties, the 
new deal is expected to raise 
teacher's salaries more than 
five percent. 

Mr. Derksen predicted a 
provincial election would be 
called next year and with it, 
substantial increases in grants, 
he suggested. “I think the 
government, if it's serious 
about holding the line, should 
be responsible all the way and 
not go doing that sort of thing 
[increasing grants] for political 
purposes in an election year." 


Didsbury's Chief Adminis¬ 
tration Officer, Mike Storey, 
said the town is just beginning 
to put together its budget for 
this year. He said he was uncer¬ 
tain how the province's two- 
and-a-half per cent hike would 
affect the t >wn's financial pic¬ 
ture. 

“I still haven't seen all the 
details and at this stage I'm not 
certain whether [the 2Vi per 
cent] will affect operating or 
capital expenditures,” Mr. 
Storey said. 

There was no indication 
that funding of the Family and 
Community Support Services 
program or recreational as¬ 
sistance would be affected, he 
said. 

At the Mountain View 
Health Care Centre in Dids¬ 
bury, administrator Dennis 
Stabbler said if "things stay as 
they are now we could man¬ 
age." 

Health care increases this 


year will amount to four per 
cent. 

However, Mr. Stabbler 
noted that nurses have begun 
the negotiating process for a 
new contract, the results of 
which "could give us some dif¬ 
ficulty with our budget." 

The nurses' contract ex¬ 
pires in April. The nurses 
generally receive larger per¬ 
centage increases in salary than 
other hospital groups, Mr. Stab¬ 
bler said. 

“The negotiations have 
started with the Alberta 
Hospitals Association and 
hopefully we'll have some in¬ 
dication in the next couple of 
weeks of where those talks are 
going," he added. 

In all, Alberta hospitals, 
schools and municipalities will 
receive an extra $170 million in 
local authority grants this year, 
bringing the total to about $5.1 
billion.

House of Commons 
on cable 


Videotron Communications; 
Cable TV operator for Didsbury 
announced last week that it will 
replace CBC Edmonton for the 
House of Commons Channel on 
Feb 18, 1992. The reason for the 
exchange is the quality of 
reception according to Video- 
trons' Director of Plant Opera¬ 
tions E nzo D'Agostini. 

"The quality of the Edmon¬ 
ton signal has degraded dramat¬ 
ically over the last 3-5 years in 
large part to the increase in 
electrical interference between 
our pick up site and the 
transmitter in Edmonton. Indus¬ 
trial and residential growth has 
increased significantly since we 
first started picking up the signal 
10 years ago. It all affects the 
channels signal strength,” he 
said 

Mr D 'Agostini commented 
that the CBC service is now 
accounting for the majority of 
service related calls for the area. 
He also suggested that the 
service is not available off a 
satellite but only through off air 
antenna "CBC Edmonton was 
never designed to be seen [South 
of Red Deer or so far from 
Edmonton], we've been stretch¬ 
ing technology to the limits for an 
off air signal,” added D'Agos¬ 
tini. 

So what's in store for Cable 
Subscribers in Didsbury? Video¬ 
tron says they will add the House 
of Commons channel in place of 
the CBC signal 

"The House of Commons is 
delivered by satellite and will 
therefore have the highest 


quality. Customers are going to 
notice a big improvement” said 
D'Agosinti. 

Why House of Commons? 
"This service was readily avail¬ 
able at no additional cost to our 
Customers. We are restricted by 
regulation as to what we can put 
on. We believe House of 
Commons is the best alternative" 
added D'Agostini.

What will Cable Subscribers 
think about dropping the chan¬ 
nel? Brad Trumble, Director of 
Customer Operations at Video¬ 
tron suggests not. 

"A great deal of the 
programming from Edmonton is 
identical to the station CBC in 
Calgary or Red Deer [or 
Lloydminster], especially since 
they went to the "Alberta wide" 
newscast. Sure, there are some 
differences but somedays the 
current channel is unwatchable. 
(Due to interference) We believe 
a quality satellite service will be 
better than what our Customers 
are seeing now. Besides—The 
House of Commons channel will 
bring programming the area has 
not seen before, and with the 
constitution issue so clearly in 
sight, perhaps appropriate" con¬ 
cluded Trumble.

Didsbury's pool committee 
met last week with represent¬ 
atives of contractors interested 
in building a new pool. 

Mike Storey, the town's 
chief administrative officer, said 
the issue may be brought for¬ 
ward at this week's town coun¬ 
cil meeting (tonight, Jan. 21) 
but that it would probably be 
discussed in committee-of-the- 
whole, behind closed doors. 

"There's a possibility that 
the committee could bring a 
recommendation to council 
[tonight] but they may need a 
little more time," Mr. Storey 
said. 

Earlier, pool committee 
chairman Coun. Al Engel said 
initial estimates by builders 
were less than expected. The 
low estimate was in the area of 
$1.1 million for a four-lane lap 
pool with zero-depth entry and 
provision for future expansion. 
Also included in the price tag 
are change rooms and a recep¬ 
tion area. 

Eventually, as money be¬ 
comes available, a water slide 
and hot tub could be added. 


Council has endorsed the 
committee's concept of a lei¬ 
sure facility to be built as an ad¬ 
dition to the existing Memorial 
Complex. 

If and when council ap¬ 
proves the committee's recom¬ 
mendation on a building pro¬ 
posal, the whole matter is ex¬ 
pected to be put to a plebiscite 
of ratepayers. 

The old pool, badly damag¬ 
ed when its water pipes froze 
during a cold spell in February,
